He also Implies In- 
correctly that Russia alone smashed this ef- 
fort. The blunt truth 1b that without allied aid, 
particularly material from the United States, 
Russia very likely would have lo.it the war to 
Germany, 

In the (all of 1942, the Russians were peril- 
ously close to defeat. At that moment the 
"an tl- Comintern" pact must have looked rea- 
sonably Impressive to Moscow. 

The NATO pact is something else. It is 
purely defensive in character. It came Into 
being slowly, painfully, only after all efforts 
, at reasonablB settlement of postwar Issues 
with Russia had collapsed. Given a coopera- 
.^tlvii Kremlin, -there-would. -have been no need 
Jor NATO. 

As for Molotov's Jaunty assurance that NA- 
TO's fate will be no better than the axis pact 
suffered, he la here Indulging In wishful 
thinking. No one wants war. If anybody starts 
it, Russia will. 

But Russia another time would not have 
~th^'l3enerit~or~Amerrcan and~otSer allied ma- 
teriel. She would have the combined weight 
of the free world — not inconsiderable today — 
thrown against her. 

To be sure, Russia has Increased output 
substantially since World war II, and his 
drawn Iron curtain countries into her fold. 
But as things now atand, and are llJcely to be 
at least for the next two decades, the Soviet 
union has no grounds Jor such optimism as 
Molotov so glib l y expre ssed.
